Discouraging Prospect. 

Unfortunate Columbia! If sho has 
not actually "fallen among thieves,' - 
she has at least fallen into the hands 
of political empirics who appear deter- 
mined to drag her down to a condition 
which must excite tho conlompt of her 
sistars and tho commisoration of her 
neighbours. Articles, calm,modorato, 
argumentative articles, nppearing in 
the leading Canadian journals of both 
political parties no longer leave room 
for doubt as to the unwisdom, under 
the peculiar circumstances, of the ftp. 
peal made to the Queen and of tho ut- 
ter folly of expecting any practical re- 
sults from it that might not have boon 
better and more speedily and econo- 
mically attained in another way. There 
should never have been any doubt on 
this subject. Nor can wo bring our- 
selves to believe that honest doubt on 
the point did exist to any' considerable 
extent. It was known from the first 
and is freely admitted now that Mr. 
Walkem never oxpected to go farther 
than Ottawa. The calculation appoars 
to have been that the very announce- 
ment of an appeal to tho Queen would 
hare brought the Dominion Premier 
to his knees, and that Mr. Walkem 
would havo nothing to do but to for- 
give him and dictato terms. But 
surely such a calculation betrays ig- 
noranco of the man or the case, or both. 
If the Canadian Premier is tho knavo 
our Government are now endearor- 
ing to make him appear, ho could not 
well deBire a better pretext for indefi- 
nitely postponing the commencement 
of the railway works on this side of tho 
continent. On the other hand, if he 
is the honest man we believe him to 
be, conscious of having approached 
the Province in a spirit of fairness and 
eTon generosity, and feeling that ho 
could make out a good case to lay be- 
fore the Queen, ho would naturally 
conclude that, while the appeal could 
in no way injure the Dominion, it 
might be the most ready and effectivo 
means of bringing Columbia, or rather 
h*r Government, to a reasonable ap- 
prehension of the situation. But, be 
these things as they may, it must have 
become abundantly clear by this time 
that Mr. "Walkem did notfindMr. Mac- 
kenzie on his marrowbones penitentially 
awaiting his arrival at tho Federal 
capital. As has already been intimated, 
the tone of tlia Canadian press forbids 
aneh expectations; and if further ovidonce 
ware necessary, wo havo it in tho quasi- 
official announcement made yesterday: — 
"Tho Premier, Hon. Mr. Walkem, has ar- 
rived at Ottawa, and has made applica- 
tion to the Secretary of State for his cre- 
dentials. But as tho Governor-General 
ia absent at Saguonay on a fishing tour, 
oar delegate will bo detained at Ottawa a 
few days beforo proceeding to England. " 
These few words toll tho whole story. 
Humiliation No 1: Seokiug credentials 
from the very Govorninent ho insulted. 
Hnmiliation No 2: Waiting till tho Gov- 
•rnor-Gonoral gets through with his fish- 
ing. Whore is Mr. Maekon/.io now? 
Why does not ho intorcedo on behalf of 
"our dologato"? Verily this grand mis- 
•ion of our littlo Premier brings back to 
one's recollection tho old nursery rhyme: 

"Simple Simou wont a' fishing for to catch n while; 
And all the water ho had got was In bis mother"* paii." 

What further humiliations may be in 
etore for "our delegate" remains to bo 
seen; but it beems not impossible that, 
■when Lord Dufferin returns from his 
"fishing tour." there may bo somo hitch 
about "credentials." By whom, for in- 
Btance,was Mr. Walkem accredited to 
Ottawa? By himself.it is said. Canhis iden- 
tity bo satisfactorily established? How far 
has ho a right to domatul "credentials" 
from such n Hource for such an object? 
One can easily conceive that theso and 
many other questions might arise, tho so 
lntion of which might take considerable 
time; for it must ever bo borne in mind 
that our Premier is not like the Dominion 
one in respect to such questions. The 
former stands firmly upon the order of 
things. The latter has a vulgar habit of 
discarding red-tape and coming directly 
to business. If, t'joroforo, "our dologato" 
gets away from Ottawa much beforo the 
leaves begin to fall ho may bo considered 
not altogether unfortunate. Indeed, wo 
aro led to believe that it is not till well on 
in August that tho Saguenay fish rise 
readily to tho fly; and it cannot bo sup- 
posed that his lordship will miss tho noa- 
•on for the sako of those pesky "creden- 
tials-" And thou! Tho Earl of Carnar- 
von may not impossibly bo absent on a 
"fishing tour," thereby occasioning an- 
other delay at Loudon. It occurs to - us 
<n ask how it is that these notabilities, hav- 
ing bssis duly advised of "our delegate's," 
eoming, do not w»it at their posts to re- 
ceive him? Anothor question is suggest- 
ed by tho circumstances: How much 
moro speedily and economically would 
tho petition havo reached the Queen (!) 
through the ordinary channol of H. M. 
Mailbags ?— For those who imagine that 
"our dologato" can accomplish anything 
more than handing tho document to tho 
Colonial Ministor or, what is moro prob- 
able, sending it in to him, as any London 
postman might havo done, must be un- 
familiar with tho ways of the Colonial 
Office. All this might be very amusing 
if it wore not ruinous to British Colum- 
bia. After mouths of wr.ary waiting, what 
has she to expect as tho result of all this? 
Kothing. Worse than nothing. Grav- 
ing dock illusions may and doubtless will 



bo thrown out during tho summer for the 
purposo of diverting attention; but tho 
practical summing up of tho wholo mat- 
ter appears to bo that tho country must 
lose d year (if haply there shall not _ bo a 
greater loss) in order that four Miuisters 
may not risk their portfolios by an ap- 
peal to constituent bodies whoso conli- 
denco and even respect they havo long 
sinco forfeited— if, indeed, they over pos- 
sessed either. 



Pauperism in the Hew 
World 

How easily one acquires the habit of 
thinking of pauperism as a condition po- 
culiar to the old world. But although it 
comes chiefly of old and densely jjopulfi- 
ted countries, it seems already to havo 
gained ground to an alarmiug extont in 
tho now world. It appears from statis- 
tics boforo us that tho State of Michigan 
alono has close upon twenty thousand 
paupers, maintained at an annual cost to 
the State of three hundred and twenty-five 
thousand dollars. Somo of Iho older and 
moro populous Statos may bo presumed 
to outnumber Michigan; but if wo tako 
it as an avorago, which would probably 
be too much, it would give nearly three- 
fourths of a million of paupers in the 
Union, maintained at an annual cost of 
about twolvo millions. Wo should bo 
sorry to believo that there are nearly so 
many; but tako one half and tho caso 
would still bo bad enough. Surely it is 
much too soon for the blight of pauper- 
ism to havo gained such head-way in a 
country still so now.

panies had resumed operations. Tho ro- 
jportod yield of these and other claims 
sinrly in the season is confirmed by Mr.

It roprosentod tho present 
Premier of Canada in tho dress and occu- 
pation of a working stouo mason, and the 
reprosontation was made undor circum- 
stances which left no room to doubt that 
the "Plobian Premier" was held up as a 
fitting object of ridicule The authors of 
tho cartoon are not known to mo, olso I 
might with your aid hand thoir names 
down to posterity; but thoy doubtless bo- 
long to a class of mortals to bo found con- 
stantly sneering at Mr. Mackenzio bo- 
cause, according to thoir theory, he is not 
a "gentleman." It is quite true that tho 
prosont Premier of the Dominion is not a 
"gentleman" in thoir souse; but neither 
was Abraham Lincoln, U. S. Grant, or 
the many othors others who havo risen 
both in 'the old world and tho now 
through dint of brains and manliness, 
from the mosthumblo positions to tho 
most honorable and influential. These 
ara "nature's noblomen" — as muoh above 
the "snob" as tha heavens aro abo^o tho 
earth. It ought to bo tho glory of a now 
country like Canada that ho who thirty 
years ago was a working mechanic is now 
her cle facto ruler — illustrating, as it 
does, r.ot only tho height to which tho 
humblest may riso, but also that honest 
worth is appreciated and rooogniued, 
whether found" under a hod or aooronet. 
As tho Scottish poet has so well said, 

"Tha rank li but tho Rui»oa Btamp, 
Tha inan'a tha goud for a' that."

Letter Sron*. 'M.v- liosooe, 
M_P. 

Editor Colonist:— It is sometimes dif- 
ficult to know how ■ to deal with gross 
misrepresentations, whotber to leavo them 
soverely alono or to meet them. My in- 
clination is to take the formor course, but 
as silence may bo misinterpreted, 1 will 
answer as briefly as I can the misrepre- 
sentations contained in tho loading article 
of the Standard of to-day. The quota- 
tions from my speech ara, I believe, quite 
correct; I did say that, "If Mr. Macken- 
zie will start in tho Railway, then let us 
talk about modification of tho terms." I 
also said on the hustings that I should 
"tell Mr, Mackenzie that tho pooplo of 
British Columbia are opposed to making 
any modification in the tonus until the 
Government havo shown an earnest in- 
tention to build tho road." What did I 
do and say when at Ottawa ? I can call 
Mr, Macdonaldto witness that I respect- 
fully urgod upon Mr. Mackenzio to adopt 
this very oourso, viz: to oomrneiiea the 
railway at onco, and that if ho did that 
and carried on tho construction vigorous- 
ly that ha would find tho people of Bri- 
tish Columbia would bo perfectly reason- 
able as regards an extension of time for 
completion of the railway. Tho answer 
to this was that it was impossible to com- 
mence on the Mainland until tho surveys 
wero completed, and that as regards tho 
Island railway tho Government wero not 
bound to build it, and oould not there- 
fore be expected to comineuoo it unless 
thoy got some equivalent. Further than 
this, Mr. Macdonald and myself endea- 
vored to impress upon Mr. Mackenzie 
that if the pooplo of British Columbia 
wero willing to accept an annual oipon- 
diture on the railway in lion of a niod 
timo for completion, it would not bo no- 
cessary to arrange for an alteration of 
tho terms, for that thoy would never 
raise tho question of timo as long as this 
arrangement was strictly carried out. 
Mr, Macdonald will also boar mo out 
in tho assertion that wo had very food 
reason to believe beforo leaving 
Ottawa that tho Dominion Govern- 
ment was strongly inclined to aocept our 
advice, that is to arrange, 

1. To commence tho railroad at onoe at 
Esquimalt. 

2. To commence tho railroad on tho 
Mainland as soon as tho surveys aro com- 
pleted (in all probability next spring) and 
to spend on this, the main line, not loss 
than a mill ion and a half a yoar indepen- 
dent of the Island railway. 

3. Not to ask for any relaxation of the 
Terms, but to trust to us to bs reasouablo 
as regards them. 

I know as a fact(although tho Standard 
has denied it) that onginoers out horo 
hadrecoivod instructions to commence 
the construction survey from Esquimalt 
at onco, but that this was stopped by tel- 
egram whon our local Government an- 
nounced thoir intention of petitioning 
the Quoen. 

That I havo in any way turned round I 
flatly deny, and as to having gono over 
"body and bonos to Maokonzie," I can 
woll afford to pass such statements with a 
laugh. On ona ground only am I open 
to oven tho suspicion of not having ad- 
hered to my pledges, in that I havo soem- 
od willing to accord a longer time for t'ue 
commencement of tho railroad than will 
to many appear roasonablo, and which 
may not be In strict accordance with my 
opinion at or before my eduction. I 
found, hovgver, that wo hiid a muoh wea- 



ker case for tho commencement at Esqui- 
mau than I had supposed, and that the 
Government had a very strong case 
against commencing on tho Mainland un- 
til the surveys wero completed, and that 
thoy were supported in this not only 
by their own party, but by tho Opposi- 
tion, and by tho Mainland members from 
British Columbia! 

I am perfectly willing to abido by my 
speochos (whou/li/;7f/ reported) and by 
in} - writings, but I cannot bo called upon 
to defend mysolf from tho statements of 
the Standard as to my thoughts, — consi- 
dering that I havo noveryot iu any .way 
alluded to tho Waggon road, or oven ad- 
mitted I had ever hoard of such a 
scheme. It is an extraordinary pre- 
scription of tho Standard to assume 
what I may or may not think on 
this or any othor subject. I may, how- 
ever, stato for the satisfaction (or other- 
wiso) of tho Standard what I actually do 
think of tho waggon road soheme,— and 
did from tho first— viz; that it would bo 
foolish to accept it in liou of the "enrly 
commencement and vigorous prosecution 
of tho railway," aud that it would not bo 
worth what wo should bo expooted to sa- 
crifice for it. Tho proposition which Mr, 
Macdonald and myself alluded to in our 
telegram (which was not intended for pub- 
lication), and which we Buid it wouldper- 
kap.i bo hotter to accept, or tho Island 
might lose its railroad, wns an expendi- 
ture of a cortain amount pier annum in 
liou of a iixod timo for completion of tho 
railroad, a proposition which we had rea- 
son to believe would bo acceptable to tho 
Provinco. I for ono had never board of 
the waggon-road until I returned to Vic- 
toria. 

What, finally, I ask, lias tho Standard 
to say about my colleague who most cor- 
tainly has shown himself to bo a far 
stronger supporter of Mr. Mackenzie ? 
How about his body and bones? 

The Standard may bo sure of one thing, 
that ns long as I havo tho honor to repre- 
sent Victoria at Ottawa I shall uover be 
afraid to not as I thiuk host for tho inter- 
ests of my constituent!:, whether I go 
with the popular tido or against it, that I 
care not the least for clap-trap popularity 
or bo to shapo my convictions that I may 
be re-elected, and I intend to continue as 
I began, independent of tho Government, 
of tho Opposition, of tho Losal Govern- 
ment organs and to a certain extent of my 
own constituents. Yours,

No one need dispute tho right of the 
British Columbia Local Government to 
make any iepreBontationsil.may please 
to the Imperial authorities on tho sub- 
ject of Canada's course in the matter 
of tho Pacific Railway. It is stated iu 
journals professing marvellous anxiety 
for the carrying out of all tho obliga- 
tions respecting that work assumed by 
the late Ministry, no matter how easily 
and c|ifl]cult tliev mr.y bo admitted to 
bo, that the British Columbia delega- 
tion is to enter a general protest against 
tho railway policy of the present Fed- 
oral Government. Mr. Walkem's 
Cabinet having, for reasons best known 
to themselves, refused to entertain tho 
liberal proposals of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, now wish to oxbibil thoir 
spirit and resources, and to prove 
themselves important enough to have 
their pecular policy and whims respect- 
ed by tho greater power East of tho 
Rocky Mountains. Unready to act or 
in coming to a decision before Mr. 
Edgar, Mr. Walkem and colleagues 
suddenly awako to a senso of tho ne- 
cessity of action after lotting slip their 
good opportunity. The Canadian 
Government, not being in a humour to 
stand posturing before their high 
mightinesses tho local ministers, and 
refusing to bo trilled with to suit the 
party necessities of those gentleman at 
present and in the forthcoming elec- 
tions, they imagine thoy can put on the 
screws by means u f authorities of 
Downing street. But they 'represent 
only a portion of British Columbia iu 
their puerile and ridiculous policy. 
Tho local Opposition which, we believe, 
has been gaining strength rapidly of 
late, will now bo able to use those 
bluuders most effectually to tho over- 
throw of the Ministerial party. In 
view of the present state of our know- 
ledge of British Columbia, and of our 
circumstances which, after all, is the 
main consideration, no fair-minded 
man can deny tho liberality of the 
offers of tho Canadian Government, 
which tho Walkem Cabinet, in their 
foolish ingenuity, discovered a moans 
of Bpurning which thoy thought 
would least imperil their position. As 
already remarked, the Dominion offer- 
ed to do more than the original con- 
tract for tho Pacific Province scoured 
in tho way of railroad making, while 
requiring, iu turn, mearelj that official 
recognition of a condition of things, 
which no same man can deny. What 
aro the}? Simply tho impossibility of 
building the railway in ten years, the 
first three being already expired, tho 
surveys as, yet incomplete and not a 
dollar of tho needed money bor- 
rowed for the work. Thero is the 
loss justification for a petulant refusal 
to admit those palpable faots that the 
advocates of tho "original terms" have 
over ami over again conceded tho im- 
possibility of thoir Btrict fulfilment. 
How often havo thoy not said in Par- 
liament and eleawhere— we don't ask 
Canada to aim at tho impossible, to 
complete tho railroad in the seven re- 
maining years; but only lo oomm mco 
and push it forward with reasonable 
energy? Set, when tljo Dominion 
lately admitted this, and offered to 
spend at least a million and a half a 
year as an earnest of good faith, and 
with a desire to help tho Columbians, 
imperfectly ns their country is ns yet 
known, the first to throw embarrassing 
difficulties in tho way wore tho men 
charged with protecting and advanc- 
ing tho in interests of tho Province? 
With rogard to the appeal to the Im- 
perial Government, wo havo littlo fear 
of its putting the Dominion to any se- 
rious iuconvouiouco. A Government do 
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careful of its own interests, so cautious 
in tho giving of its guarantoo for the 
loan for this very railway, is not likely 
to urge Canada to any enterprise be- 
yqnd her strength.or by which her sol- 
vency might bo endangered. England 
has a largo interest in tho maintenance 
of our credit and general prosperity, 
oven wero tho policy of colonial coer- 
cion, in matters domestic not highly 
obnoxious of late years. No coercion 
is needed to settle any existing diffi- 
culty, but only hotter judgment and a 
spirit of true patriotism on the part of 
those entrusted with tho conduct of the 
affairs of tho Pacific Provinco.
